BATTLE 


PRISONER, HIS BROTHER, AND SIS- 
TER FIGHT WITH GUARDS. 


IN A COURTROOM, 


Willis Miller, Charged with Murder, 
Starts Riot at Upper Sandusky, 0,— 
Panic Among Women Ensues—Of- 
ficers Beat Down Man and Relatives 
—Juror Pounded by Girl — Judge 
Forced te Adjourn Court Because of 
the Affray. 


Upper Sandusky, O., July 15.—[Special.]—A 
sensational scene occurred this afternoon in 
the Common Pleas Court during the trial of 
Willis Miller, the fifth man charged with the 
murder of William C. Johnson. 

This morning one of Miller’s brothers ar- 
rived and took a seat by his side. During the 
afternoon a sister arrived. She seemed to be 
affected by the meeting and wept bitterly. 
Their meeting was the first for years, and 
tears came in Miller’s eyes during the greet- 


His sister’s arrival seemed to have a pecu- 
Har effect upon Miller's disposition, for with- 
in an hour he attacked one of his guards, and 
a fearful fight ensued. The brother joined 
hands in the affray and the sister also. She 
struck right and left with an umbrella, and 
among those who came within her reach was 
Juror Deffenbaugh, who was knocked down. 
Meanwhile a dozen men were doing their ut- 
most to overpower Miller. He fought like a 
demon, and it was more than ten minutes be- 
fore handcuffs could be put on him. His 
brother fought almost as desperately, and 
was finally thrown to the floor. 

The scene last Thursday, when Miller at- 
tempted to hurl a cuspidor at a witness, re- 
sulted in increasing the attendance since then 
to standing room only, and this afternoon 
several hundred women were in the court- 
room, fully 200 within the railing where the 
prisoner sat. A panic ensued, and the 
screaming of the women could be heard 
for a block. * 

Meanwhile, the combat raged, and Miller's 
sister was raining blows with her umbrel- 
la. During the effort to subdue Miller, half 
a dozen men struck him with clubs and 
fists. 

Guard Grundtisch, whom Miller attacked, 
also came out of the affray badly bruised 
and cut. 

The affair occurred at the conclusion of the 
testimony of the case and argument was 
about to begin. Judge Tobias immediately 
adjourned court until tomorrow.

Resolution Fixing Heavy Penalty for 
Illegal Executions Introduced in 
Virginia Convention.

Rev. Clarence C. Miller, pastor ot the First 
Presbyterian Church of this city, delivered 
a sermon at the funeral of former Congress- 
man A. N. Martin yesterday afternoon 
which caused a sensation all over the dis- 
trict.

I knew Mr. Martin much 
better than people thought I did. I was 
reared in the county in Pennsylvania ad- 
joining his old home, and I have been his 
personal friend nearly all his life. I said 
no more than what I believe he would have 
said had he been in my place. In fact, he 
expressed the same ideas to a friend in 
Marion shortly before he died.“ 


RACE RIOT AT AMERICUS, GA. 


Attempted Arrest of N egro Excursion- 
ist Results in His Death After 
Wounding Two Policemen. 


Americus, Ga., July 15.—Several hundred 
negro excursionists from Macon this after- 
noon caused a riot here, resulting in the 
shooting of two policemen and the killing of 
Bill English, a Macon negro and the ring- 
leader in the disturbance. Three of the ex- 
cursionists began shooting, and Policemen 
Glawson and Albritton attempted to arrest 
Bill English, when the negro shot Albritton, 
fatally wounding him. Glawson shot Eng- 
lish in the head. English, although dying; 
raised himself on his elbow and fired again at 
the policemen, both of whom returned the 
fire. English fell dead at the second fire. 
Glawson was shot through the thigh. 


ARMED MOB ATTACKS TRAIN. 


Seven Men on Cars Killed During As- 
sault by Strong Force at Tierra 
Blanca, Mexico. 


Cordova, Mex., July 15.—[Special.]—A 
train on the Vera Cruz and Pacific rail- 
road was attacked by a large force of armed 
men at Tierra Blanca, a small station.

The serious question is whether, while this 
is going on, the non-union men will remain 
at work. If the men at the head of the 
companies which are or may be affected 
by this strike were absolutely sure that 
they would not quit they would probably 
view the situation with more equanimity 
than they do. Some of these companies 
have been working for years with non-union 
labor, but they know the attruction which 
the union idea has for the majority of 
mankind. Many an employer who has 
imagined that he had stamped out all union 
sentiment in his mill or factory has found 
to his consternation that it was as strong 
as ever. The men employed in two non- 
union plants went out yesterday. 

While English holders of the stock of 
the United States Steel corporation would 
prefer to have the strike settled at once, 
the English and German steel and iron men 
would prefer to have it extend and endura 
Nothing would cheer them up more than 
to see the productivity of that American 
“steel trust” which has disturbed them so 
much greatly reduced. They would feel 
that life was worth the living. The Welsh 
manufacturers of tinplate and their men 
have been in sore distress since this coun- 
try began supplying itself with tinplate.

FITFUL SCHOOL MANAGEMENT. | 
The remark by Mr. W. T. Harris, United 


session of the National Educational asso- 
ciation at Detroit last week, that school 


erized by “ hyterical outbursts,” was not 
without foundation. It is as undeniable as 
it is inimical to the educational intereste 
concerned that the management of the city’s 
schools has been inexcusably fitful and un- 
steady. | 

Fortunately, there has been less of this 
fitfulness during the last year than for the 
years immediately preceding, when reduc- 
tions in salaries, the shortening of the school 
year, the elimination of established courses, 
the confinement of employment to city resi- 
dents and celibates, and recurrent short- 
ages were among the subjects whose dis- 
cussion kept some or all of the teachers 
almost constantly upon the rack of un- 
certainty and drove them to extraordinary 
measures in their own behalf, 

Still, bad traditions have not been alto- 
gether avoided during the last year. It 
was just before the last holidays that the 
whole teaching staff was disappointed and 
kept for some days in suspense as to the 
time of payment of a month’ssalary. With- 
in a few weeks the Board of Education 
has voted explicitly to drop four of its 
fourteen Assistant Superintendents as not 
needtd, and then after a brief interval ana 
for no disclosed reason reversed its action | 
and voted toretainthem. Finally, the board 
has employed a certain number of special 
teachers, not, as is usual, for the coming |

MR. WEAVER’S HARD LOT. 

The New York statutes provide that a 
husband or wife who has been treated with 
cruelty or inhumanity by the other partner 
in marriage can apply to the courts for 
a decree of separation, though not for an 
absolute divorce. Mr. Weaver of Roches- 
ter applied for a decree. The “cruel 
and inhuman treatment of which his wife 
was guilty consisted in forging his name 
and that of business and society friends 
to notes aggregating $11,000. The money 
obtained by these forgeries she squandered, 
Because of these forgeries the husband, 
it is alleged, suffered great mental agony, 
loss of appetite, shame, and disgrace. 
Nevertheless, the Judge refused to grant 
a decree. He said that “no matter how 
“ disgraceful, shameful, or despicable the 
“ conduct of the husband is or may be other 
“than in his household toward his wife per- 
*“ gonally, except such conduct as will give 
“to his wife a divorce upon statutory 
“ grounds, the agony of mind occasioned 
“by it, the shame and disgrace she may 
“suffer, even to the impairment of her 
“health, must be endured.” That which 
will not entitle the wife to a separation, 
said the Judge, will not entitle the husband 
to one. va 

Then he went on to inform Mr. Weaver 
that a-separation, if he were to get onc, 
would jot do him any real good—that it 
would ‘not heal his lacerated feelings, re- 


agony occasioned by the conduct of his wife. 
Mr. Weaver is of a different opinion and 
probably he knows better than the Judge 
does what his mental processes would be. 
The only consolation the husband got 
from the court was that undoubtedly ex- 
posure had put an end to his wife's career 
as a forger, but if it had not, a judgment 
of separation would not keep her from com- 
mitting other forgeries. The individual 
who has obtained money by the simple 
method of writing the name of another 
is not cured easily, But even if Mrs. Weay- 
er cannot get rid of the inclination to com- 
mit forgery she is not likely to find anybody 
who will let her have money on paper pre- 
sented by her. 
Even though this be the case it must 
be disagreeable for Mr. Weaver to have 
anything to do with a woman who has put 
bim to so much humiliation and expense. 
While the courts will not separate the hus- 
band and the wife they will not force him to 
live with her. If she will not consent 
to go off somewhere and lead an obscure life 
he can at least pack up his goods and chut- 
tels and run away from her to some State 
where an absolute Giyorce can be obtained 
more easily than a separation can be ob- 
tained in New York. 


THE NEGLECTED NORTHWEST SIDE 
Chicago is not so badly off for bathing 
facilities as it used to be, but the Northwest 
Side seems to be singled out for neglect. 
No one would try to show that the Six- 
teenth and Seventeenth Wards do not need 
an increase in their bathing: facilities, and 
it is unfortunate that where the need is 
so great there is no opportunity of satisfy- 
ing it. 
The West Side north of Madison street, 
including such wards as the Fourteenth, 
Fifteenth, Sixteenth, Seventeenth, and 
Twenty-eighth, is without the opportuni- 
ties for persona! cleanliness that have proved 
to be of so much value in other sections 
of the city. The Aldermen of the wards 
in question, as well as the Aldermanic 
Committee on Public Baths, should see 
to it that as soon as the public funds will 
allow such action the Northwest Side should 
be provided with some means of supplying 
the lack of bathing facilities which is in- 
evitable in tenement districts, ~ 

It is no fault of the inhabitants of these 
districts that this lack exists. The re- 
port of the City Homes association shows 
how impossible it is in a crowded tenement 
house to secure the space and privacy neces- 
sary for bathing. The success of the pub- 
lie baths now in operation shows clearly 
that the desire for cleanliness is not pe- 


modious quarters. It is easier for those 
persons to gratify their desire, but their 
less fortunate neighbors will show the same 
human instinct when they have the chance. 
The public baths. are by no means neg- 
lected. On the contrary, they are busy from 
morning till night. The report of the pub- 
lic baths for June discloses the extent of 
their popularity. During that month in 
the fcur bathhouses managed by the city 
there were about 21,000 baths taken by 
men, 19,000 by boys, 4,000 by women, and 
6,000 by girls. This total of 50,000 baths 
must have made in the lives of the persons 
concerned an improvement much greater 
than the mere act of getting clean would 
imply. The cleanness is, in itself, an ex- 
cellent thing, but it brings in its train a 
thousand consequences of still greater m- 
portance, A clean man has a respect for 
himself and a regard for society that he 
can never have when he is dirty. The pub- 
lic bathhouse may seem to be a reform of 
the trifling, dilettante kind, and it is cer- 
tainly a reform about which one may hear 
a great deal of namby-pamby sentiment. 
But it has its solid value, and the city can 
make no mistake in carrying it out to its. 
full extent.

Viscounts and Barons are not cousins of 
the sovereign, but are merely right well 
beloved, while all commoners, including 
those titled personages such as Lord George 
Hamilton, whose title is merely one of 
courtesy, are only well beloved.“ The

Charles Joseph O’Donel, whose death has 
just taken place at Dublin, occupied for more 
than thirty years the position of principal 
police magistrate at Dublin, and as such en- 
joyed the unique experience of sending to 
jail the Lord Mayor of Dublin.

Pobedenotsoff's position as President of the 
Synod of the National Church of Russia, and 
as the most powerful personage of the em- 
pire, is not merely shaken, but doomed. He 
called the other day upon the Czar and de- 
clared to him that it was impossible for him 
to work with Ministers possessed of such 
subversively liberal views as M. De Witte, 
Prince Hilkoff, and General Vannowski, the 
new Minister of Education, whose liberalism 
is denounced as fatal to the welfare of Rus- 
sia and to the safety of the throne. The 
Czar is said to have become angry and to 
have replied to him: What is it that you 
really want? Is it the Chancellorship?“ 

The old fanatie replied: “‘ That I must leave 
to your Majesty.“ The Emperor looked at 
him for a minute amd then exclaimed: 
Well. it was you who recommended me such 
a man as Goremykin (former Minister of the 
Interior), and, thank God, I have got rid of 
him.” Then the Czar turned his back upon 
him and since then Pobedenotsoff has been 
confined to his bed by illness. 


King Carlos and his consort, with whom he 
has become in a measure reconciled, have 
been paying a visit to Madeira and to the 
Azores, proceeding thither on board a man- 
of-war, escorted by a squadron of cruisers. 
Although Madeira has been in the possession 
of the Portuguese crown for close upon 500 
years, this is the first occasion of its re- 
ceiving the visit of any Portuguese sover- 
eign as such. One or two of them have 
been there prior to their accession to the 
throne and while serving as. naval officers. 
The royal couple likewise visited the Azores.

BUFFALO BILI’S FORCES aS AN 


Capture Chinese City on the Grounds at 
Thirty-fifth Street and Wentworth 
‘Avenue—Many of the Old Féatures 
and Numerous New in the Wild West 
Part of the Program—Bucking Bron- 
che Introduces a Novelty by Knock- 
ing Down a Commer: 


Tien Tsin was assaulted and captured in 
Chicago yesterday afternoon by Buffalo Bill 
and his internaticnal army. Several thou- 
sand persons sat on benches and chairs un- 
der a canvas-sheltered amphitheater at 
Wentworth avenue and Thirty-fifth street, 
and, with no discomfort save from the heat, 
watched the doing of the deed.
